Sirn,—The boating season is almost with 
us, and already some of the boats which 
have been ‘undergoing repairs in the yards 
of Ringsend have left for their moorings. 
At this time every year, just like the gradual 
warming of the weather, there arises among 
the EN folk of Ringsend a feeling of 
disgust and despair at the condition of the 
River Dodder at, and for a considerable 
distance from, its mouth. It resembles an 
old, and long disused canal, whereas it 
actually is a very fine waterway with great 
possibilities. In one place an old submerged 
trawler conrtitutes a trap for the boater 
unwary enough to run too close to it. This 
can even be seen at high tide, when its 
mast-top protrudes a foot or more from the 
water. In other places there are loose boughs 
of trees, old stumps of posts, large stones. 
increg@ible lengths of old wire, and a hundred 
odds and ends that render the navigation 
of the lower stretches of the river a grave 
risk to boats.. There is also a sunken life. 
boat cluttering up another corner. 

Now there is nobody who can appreciate 
more the fine work done by the engineer 
and staff of the Dublin Port and Docks 
Board than the fishermen and boatmen. cf 
Ringsend of whom 1 speak, but they are 
unanimous in thinking that this matter of 
clearing the Dodder has been neglected. 
There sre hundreds of these people, including 
the members of the local hoat-racing clubs. 
who would benefit greatly by a clearing out 
of the obstrictions in the river. The benefits: 
that would acerue to them they could pass

cerned itself purely—the word is apt, I 
think—with the eensorship of films for 
adults. On a number of occasions we 
have commented on this tendency, and also 
on the importance of films for children. 
Only recently has any definite step been 
taken to consider the child, who is, after 
all, a far more important member of the 
cinema-going public than. the average 
adult, who is much less impressionable. 
The Senior Metropolitan District Justice, 
. Mr. G. P. Cussen, who takes the Caildren’s 
Court in Dublin, has had experience of the 
effect of films on the child mind, and at the 
present time is engaged in preparing a 
memorandum on the subject for the benefit 
of a committee which was set up a month 
or two ago. When it is ready this docu- 
ment should certainly be published, if not 
to the general public, at any rate to the 
members of the film trade ; for it will be a 
valuable guide, coming from a man with 
such a wide experience of juvenile crime 
as District Justice Cussen.

This 
is the Írish National Teachers' Organisa- 
tion, which holds its annual congress in 
Dublin this week.

A sensation in court opened the trials for 
the famous Dunmow flitch of bacon, which 
were held, as they have been from anciént 
times, at Dunmow, Essex, yesterday. 

The Judge, Colonel T. Gibbons, had just 
told the jury of six pretty maidens and six 
handsome bachelors that to win the flitch a 
couple had to have been married without 
quarrelling for a year and a day. 

““ And it is quite clear that in the early 
days of this custom it was not contemplated 
up without 


that anyone could ai; it 
quarrelling much longer than that,” said the 
Judge. i 

Then came the sensation. The first 


claimants, Mr. and Mrs. E. G. Wells, of 
Besson street, New Cross Gate, London, 
stepped into the witness box and assured the 
Court that they had been married happily for 
48 years, and hoped there would be another 
48

the fireside.”” was how their counsel, Mr. F 
N. Windgent, described the Darby and Joan 


romance, 


MR. WELL’S STORY 


Mr. Wells, rosy-cheeked and white-haired, 
told an astonishing story. He said that in 
1870, when ten years old, he was sent to the 
Band of Hope, mach against his will. But 
when he got there he was very pleased he had 
gone, because the first person he saw was a 
little girl about his own age, with FS 
down her back, tied with pink ribbon. They 
used to fish together for newts ... .” 

Here the Judge was observed to be deeply 
affected. 

Later, said Mr. Wells, he became an engine 


driver. Sixteen years after catching their 
first newt together Mr. Wells had a big idea. 
Without proposing to the little girl—who had 


now put her hair up—he went off one day 
and put up the banns. Coming back from 
doing that he met her in the street. “ Oh, by 
the way,” said young Wells, '' I have just put 
up the banns for us.”

The jury returned a unanimous verdict in 
favour of Mr. and Mrs. Wells, who were 
awarded the flitch, 

The Rev. P. E. T. Widdrington, the Court 
Chaplain, recalled that the flitch ceremon 
dated from the ancient custom of hand- 
fasting—a temporary union, in which the man 
and woman agreed to live together for a year 
and a day, and were then free to part. It 
was very prevalent among the serfs. The 
flitch was instituted to combat it.

VEGETABLE GROWING 
NOW POSSIBLE 


—-—— 


One aspect of the construction of the 
Iraq-Mediterranean pipeline’ to which 
little attention has so far been paid was 
the organising of a water supply sufficient 
for the construction and: maintenance of 
the line in what is commonly known as a 
waterless desert; says The Times Special 
Correspondent at Baghdad. 
When it is considered that. an army. of 
workers, amounting. at times to 15,000 
men, was employed: on laying the line, 
and that besides their requirements for 
drinking, cooking and washing, large sup- 
plies were needed’ for cars, lorties and 
tractors atid for mixing concrete and 
cement for the construction of the pump- 
ing stations, this must be regarded as a 
striking achievement. 


LOOKING FOR WATER 


When the line which the pipes were to 
follow had been surveyed and traced, 
water engineers with boring rigs were sent 
out to find water as near as possible to 
the sites fixed for the pumping stations 
and at other points which would be suit- 
able for construction and base camps. 
Good water was eventually found every- 
where at an average depth of 600 feet, 
though in some cases it had to be piped 
from wells sunk as much as twenty miles 
from the line, 
Now that construction is finished and 
water is only required for the pumping 
stations, the average desert station finds 
it possible to allow 4,000 gallons daily for 
the irrigation of gardens, and yet keep 
its consumption below half the maximum. 
The result is that each station—with. & 
staff of some fifty persons—is able to grow 
an ample supply of vegetables, to which 
fruit may soon be added, and is by way 
of becoming a genuine oasis in the desert. 


NEW POSSIBILITIES 


The comparative facility with which-the 
Iraq Petroleum Company provided itself 
with. the. necessary water opens up new 
and interesting possibilities for the deserts 
of Syria and Arabia. If the enginoers 
could find water within reasonable distance 
of a straight line drawn through the 
desert, without any reference to known 
sources, the Governments of Iraq, Syria 
and Ttansjordan, by experimenting in 
more likely spots, might well develop their 


water supplies appreciably.

Denis 
Johnston’s “A Bride for the Unicorn, 


which was mted in a«revised version at 
the Gate Theatre lind Sight. oe, 
The author, in outlining the “ argument 


into the world to, find her once again; of 


hig quest was still unfinished; and of how, 
at last, upon another winters night, he 
found again the object of his desire and 
learned her secret.” It is, in effect, an 
allegorical tale of the quest for beauty, and 
of how that quest is thwarted by the world, 
the flesh and the devil. 
In this new version.of the play the public 
school spirit plays a much more important 
part than it did before, and at moments the 
play almost seems to be entirely a scatbin 
satire on that spirit “and attitude. The “ol 
boys” are having their dinner as some senior 
boys are leaving, and one of those departing 
sets the Bust drunk. It is the Drunken 
Bust which first reveals Beauty to John 
Foss. But Beauty ‘wears a mask, and slips 
from his embrace ere he can fix her 
features. ‘‘ Never ask a question unless you 
know the answer.” John Foss’s life became 
a continuous question, all thé more insistent 
because he knew nothing of the answer. 
He found that a gey with Doris began 
in Beauty and ended in Responsibility, w ile 
his seven companions, questing the Golden 
Fleece, fell by the wayside. Leonard the 
Learned (Art O Murnaghan) came to a rural 
parish; Bernard the Brave (Lionel Dymoke) 
commanded the army. for the defence of 
; Egbert the centric (Roy . Irving) 
failed to secure his bicycle but retained his 
music; Lewis the Loving (Patrick O’Moore) 
found ““love on the dole’’; Albert the 
Acquisitive (Edward Lexy) became a wordy 
Prime Minister; who ‘‘changed the name of 
things,” and Harold the Helpful assisted 
him in the process. 


UNIVERSALITY 


There is a notion in the minds ‘of some ol 
the younger playwrights that by stereotyping 
the externals of people something called 
‘* wniversality’’ is achieved.

The author, evidently, is also contending 
against that fear: Many of the scenes e 
deprísed oí their finest and fullest effects. by 
as hells “detail * upon” detatk:. en} 
cumulative complexity. — e scenes in the 

Steck Exchange, in the Courts of Justice, in 
the. public-house,..and. the Cabinet Room 
all be improved by pruning. The 
hamour, too, is fairly obvious; quite out rí 
keeping with the vault‘ng ‘theme. 

On the whole, it is the staging, rather than 
the play, that, will linger in -the memory. 
Platform and steps have heen once fore 
used triumphantly by) Mr. Hilton Edwards, 
and the lighting effects almost brought the 
quest for beauty to atm untimely end, so 
gorgeous were they. The silhouettes against 
the silver blue background. revived memories 
of the Gate's production of “ The Unknown 
Warrior,”’ and the final background of clus- 
tering stars sent the audience away very re- 
luctantly. 

The chorus work and the music bv Mr. 
Arthur Duff fitted the hich theme perfectly, 
so that one had the feeling of Greek drama 
with modern variations. In the end, al- 
though the material world may impinge with 
erushing consequences, it is the spirit that 
triumphs.

He was educated 
at Haileybury School and Keble College, 
Oxford, where he took his B.A. degree in 
1895. In the following year he went to 
Wells Theological College, and at the end 
of the year was ordained deacon. His con- 
secration as priest by the Bishop of London 
took place in 1895. He was curate of Poplar, 
in the East End of London, until 1899. when 
he became resident chaplain to the Bishop 
of Rochester. In 1901 he gained his M.A. 
degree at Oxford, and for the next four 
years he was acting chaplain at Guy's Hospi- 
tal, London. In 1905 he left England 
with the newly-elected Archbishop of 
Brisbane. (the Right Rev. St. Clair 
Donaldson, who has become Lord 
yee. of Salisbury), and was appointed 
Archdeacon of Brisbane and Sub-Deacon of 
Brisbane Cathedral. From that time his 
race was associated continuously with the 
yhurch in Australia. In Brisbane he was 
actively engaged in administrative affairs, 
and in 1915 was consecrated as Coadjutor 
Bishop of Brisbane. 

In September, 1929, he was elected Arch- 
bishop of Perth in succession to the late 
Archbishop Riley. “ In electing the Coadjutor 
Bishop of Brisbane,’’ the Bishop of Kalgoorlic 
(Dr. Elsevy) announced at the time, “‘ the 
Conjoint Committee of the Province was in- 
fluenced by the fact that it felt that he was 
a very able man.” 

The Archhishop. married; in 1904, the 
daughter of the Rev. J. R. Dredge, Rector 
of Manteby, Norfolk, and was left a widower 
in 1926. His family consists of three sons 
and three daughters. 

Gratification not only in Church circles 
but among citizens in general was expressed 
in Perth when the news was received of the 
election of Dr. Le Fanu to the Primacv. 
Adherents of other denominations agreed that 
his grace is an able and kindly man, 
approachable at all times, and ever displaying 
a spirit of friendliness and helpfulness.

| HE Stefansturm, the Stock-im-Zisen, 
Johann Strauss, the Pingstrasse, the 
Big Wheel and . . . the Prater— 
that is something like the chain of thought 
with which the average European fixes the 
recollection of Vienna in his mind. Each link 
of this chain has its special character, has 
something that constitutes its unique stgnifi. 
cance—its music. It was Johann Strauss, 
father and son, that re nted Vienna as a 
whole. “On the beautiful blue Danube,’’ the 
‘‘Radetzky Mareh’’!—that© is‘ Austria’s 
patriotism of festivity: stately music with an 
element of gracefulness. . | 

Music also plays a part in the Prater. But

_I have met at their own homes many men 
who have visited Vienna. We have nen 
of the city; towards evening arose the shades 
of tender memory. But if ever there were 
heard somewhere or other, on a gramophone. 
played by the band of a little café, on barre! 
organ, the musical popular edition of the 
Viennese triotism, whether at Cologne. 
Paris or Trieste, they all had tears in their 
eyes. No comment; all was feeling. Real, 
enuine tears! ‘‘ In the Prater the trees are 
lossoming again.’’ 

There must really be something _ 
peculiar in this Prater. I can most emphati- 
cally confirm this statement. From my first 
to my tenth year, when I first began to fee! 
it, seen out of the window, at the home oi 
my parents, which was situated opposite the 
monument of Tegetthoff.

THE TWO PRATERS 


In the strict sense there are, beginning at 
the Praterstern, two Praters—a Purich and 
Judy Prater (the Wurstelprater) and a gen.

RIGHT AND LEFT 


That was the surface. But on delving a 
little ep one made a remarkable dis- 
covery. All those people who went for a 
drive in cushioned catriages in the Nodel- 
prater listened with a sense of longing to the 
uproar of orchestrions, the screeching of the 
children, the amusement and the love-makine 
which resounded from over in the 
Wurstelprater,” Wasnt it much nicer on 
the left?
